Reports that have reached The Cit- 
izen from several places show there 
is a more confident feeling among 
the Republicans than there has been 
for several years past. Almost all 
of them believe that the people are 
at last awakening to the true situa- 
tion at Frankfort, and that the vote 
for Mr. Willson this fall will be so 
heavy that It cannot bo couuted out. 
even under the Democratic law. The 
Citizen is greatly pleased by these re- 
ports, but wishes to remind the work- 
ers everywhere that the governor will 
not be elected till the last voto Is 
counted, and that no feeling of confl- 
di nee, however strong, should pre- 
vent every man's working his hardest 
till that time for the Republican tick- 
et, and all that It stands for.

The Herald goes on to say that all 
the election officers of that precinct 
were Democrats, and that the election 
stub books show that votes were cast 
In tho names of dead men. of meu who 
had left the precinct, and even of 
trees, slothing and other things. Some 
of the names quoted by the Herald 
as being voted for Oov.

and thus reduces Its fertility. Clay 
tolla are more retentive of plant food, 
so that le»* la lost by this decompoal 
Hon. and. furthermore, the clay noils 
are Improved greatly In text"re by 
the collection of the smaller particle* 
of the soil Into larger one*. 

Oyster shell lime or stone lime Is 
generally used, though other sub- 
star ces. such as marl, may be used 
more economically, wl.ere they can 
b* obtained on the .aim for the eg- 
pense of digging The lime should 
be sppllcd on the surface, and worked 
In with the surface soil, and It should 
be put on In aa active a condition aa 
possible To do this the lime should 
be slaked with water, and as anon aa 
slaked ahould be spread as evenly

Mr Thomas 0 Wallace »h«. has 
spent his life studying fertilizers and 
soli questions, has now charge of a 
large fertilizer business In California 
He tells the writer that In that state 
It Is found ezceedlngly difficult to f.-r 
tlllze the grape vineyards This la 
due to the fact that the vlne)arda 
are nn light sandy soil, and the sand 
Is perfectly dry down sometimes six. 
eight and ten Inehe* from the surface 
The moisture and heavier Boll Is be- 
low that Thousands of grape growera 
have put expensive fertilizers Inks the 
surface soil of their vineyards to have 
It do apiiarently no g»vid The reason 
Is that the moisture la not present 
that would set It free for the use of 
the plsnts The rains that come oc- 
casionally wash very little of thla 
down to the soil below. It Is evident 
that such fertilizing materlala aa 
ground bone will remain for a ven 
long time In such soil without doing 
good An occasional Irrigation also 
has little effect In setting k>o*e the 
Plant food from the stored up fertilis- 
er. H dried blood Is put Into stirh 
soil It Is evident that It will eoon be 
burned up In the dry sand and will

•iineh worse than that plowed In the 
fall, and when plowed In the aprlng 
it Is usually a little wet and hard to 
handle.

ALCOHOL A HANDICAP. 



A Practical Test of the Influence of 
Alcohol on ^»Vork men. 

In a recent lecture on "The Ph.* slcul 
Kffecta of Alcohol in Bo<-alled Mi II- 
clnal Doaea." widely published in medi- 
cal circle*, I>r. 0. E. Kenton. P. H. C. 
of Cheater. Va.. gave an interesting ac- 
count of an experiment conducted by- 
Prof. Krapelln, the eminent German 
scientist and alcohol expert. The ex- 
periment aimed to determine the in- 
fluence of alcohol In a performance of 
practical work Involving mental pro- 
cestes. One and • qu«rter ounces of «1- 
cohol In the form of Ore»k wine were »d- 
mlnittered to each of four ty|s»tetters. 
The subjects wer« all accustomed to 
the use pf beer, but were required to 
abataln during the experimental 
period, and every detail waa arranged 
so tbe test was scientifically accurate 
and simultaneously adapted to the 
every day life of the men. with the one 
exception of enforced abstinence. On 
tho second and fourth day each man 
was given the one and one-quarter 
on tires of alcohol 15 mlnutet before 
the regular working test began. The 
results showed that there were nu 
more errors than usual, but the amount 
of work done with alcohol was 15 per 
cent less than that done without it. 
Comuientlng on the result ascertained. 
I)r Ttenton slates: "Here we have a 
scientific demonstration of the effect 
or an allowable medicinal dose of alco- 
hol a little lest than the usual physio- 
logical limit, administered but once In 
24 hours and reducing the output of 
labor involving mental process to the 
extent of 16 |>er cent. All acientltts 
who are giving special attention to the 
ttudy of the alcohol question now are 
arriving ut much the ssme conclusions 
•• the result of their investigations. 
*ll agree that very much harm may re- 
sult from Its use The past promiscu- 
ous prescribing of alcohol by the medi- 
cal profession mutt be considered as 
the outgrowth of custom and routine, 
rather than accurate knowledge or dli- 
cretlon. Therefore, It la evident that 
the true knowledge of Ihe action of 
alcohol by physicians and the general 
public will restrict Ita promiscuous 
use to a very large extent."

llr Savage recognizes that «lcohol!c 
Intemperance Is a potent cause not 
only of actual Insanity, hut also of 
nervous weaknesa and Instability both 
It the Individual and In his offspring. 

Nevertheless, says London Hospital, 
he argues the increase of Insanity at 
the present time certainly beara no 
actual relationship to the consumption 
of alcohol, for he feels no doubt that 
the Kngllsh people are far more tem- 
perate than was formerly the case and 
that Improvement In this respect Is 
particularly marked In the lower and 
middle ciasact. Hence the recognli- 
ed Increase In Insanity cannot be di- 
rectly placed to the charge of alcohol 
Further. Dr Savage remarfca that 
Ihe large number of total abstainers 
he tees in consulting practice has 
sometimes made him wonder wheth 
er 'the complete «nd total change 
from moderate indulgence In alcohol 
to total abatlnence haa been •Itogether 
for the good— the ment»l good. I may

Almont enough was said uu 
this subject utiiler the topic. ■ ■!,■,,„ Iuk where instruction wan Riven eon 
cerniug, the wisdom of keeping our Kiirroiiniliugs free from impure and 
noxious K«Kes that arise* from stagnant |«>ol ot ilecayitiR tnutler. There 
remains two thing* worth? of notice, namely, school rooms, churches, #tc 
and sleeping rooms. 

Teachers should see to it that their school rooms are well ventilated. 
The air in a school rootn is never pure enough utiles* it is as pure as the 
air outdoors. That is the last measure of purity and is the ouly oue we 
should accept. 

Sleeping rooms are often tioorlv ventilated and from this cause arise 
coughs, colds, catarrh, weak lungs, impure blood, pale faces, consumption 
aud death. Here agaiu the only test is the outdoor air. If BJXMI going 
out of a sleeping room in the morning and reeuteriug it there is a stillmg 
aensatiou or unpleasant odor it is the sigual of danger. 

Some of our large cities now have consumption hospitals where the 
patients are made to live in the open air day aud night, whether hot or 
cold. By -this treatment victims who are well along with the disease recov 
er. It is kuowu as the fresh s air cure, medicines having nothing tiulo w ith 
it. 1'hysiciaus say it is iuiitossible to take consumption in pure air. 

It is also agreed upon that Tultercuiosis, i consumption ', is not inher- 
ited but is catching. A weak Itody, and low vitality may be tuberited. 
Weak aud sickly pareuts produce weak aud sickly children. Such have 
feeble power* of resistance ami so contract the tirst disease to which they 
are exposed. This happeus to be consumption as often as any other and 
thus it was supjiosed the disease was inherited. It is ouly the tendency 
that is iuherited. A vigorous, outdoor life with an abundance of good food 
and sunshine is the only safeguard in such cases. 

Oue consumptive patient poorly cared for may infect a whole family 
or i veil a w hole ueighbor In i«.l The jwrsou alllicted exjiecli .rates any w here, 
the expectoration dries up and leaves the germs of the disease to float in 
the air or to l>e washed into the streams to |>ollute wells and cisterns. The 
ext>ectoration of a sick ]>ersou should be up. n cloths or other matter that 
can be burned up as fa*t as it accumulates. All excretions that come 
from the body of a sick person should Ite either buried or burned. By so 
doing the air is kept pure and life is protected, 

Churches that are kept tightly closed from week to week are danger 
ous. Darkness aud foul air afford the best breeding places for diseases 
Suashiue aud pure air are the foes of disease. A church should be opeued 
aud thoroughly ventilated immediately after each 
some means of ventilation during service.

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The Wood Lot 

The .{uestiou of the preservation of the Kentucky woodland* 
importance at this time when we seem to b-* approaching a tre. 
While the Government is at work th vising and executing I 
eslry projects it stauds every farmer well iu baud to look to the care of the 
farm woodlot. The acreage devoted to these small tracts of woodland grows 
smaller each year partly by the merciless ax and partly by the premature 
death of trees. 

Practically most all of the woodland throughout the larger portion of 
the state is second growth aud most of it Bprout wood, that is. trees which 
have grown from shoots springing from the stumps of older trees that have 
beeu felled. As a rule these trees are short lived and uot very robust. 

The decay of the old stump infects the shoot with fungus diseases 
which gradually brings about the death of the latter. 

This is uot the only reason, uot even the most ini|>ortaut reason why 
our trees are dying off so rapidly, but it is oue of the reasons. 

It is plainly "up to" the fanner to do his share towards preserving 
the woodlot aud preventing our state from becoming treeless. The time 
to do this is now, uot a generation hence, for it is a recognized fact that iu 
part of our woodlands the aunual rate of growth hardly eiptals the annual 
rate of decay. Every stick of timber that the farmer cuts for fuel or build- 
ing purposes decreases the total stand just that much unless uew stock is 
planted to take its place. 

Every citizen of the state should guard against fire, grazing and in- 
judicious cutting. Of course there is a time when the ri|>e timber should 
be cut and marketed. The farmer should study his trees uud know when 
they are ready for the ax just as the stockmau kuows when his cattle are 
ready for the market. 

There are a few geueral rules which should be carefully followed by 
every farmer who has Charge of a woodlot iu order that it may yield him a 
txintiuous supply of wood for home use. Iu these days of high priced 
lumlwr it is worth the while putting forth some special effort to grow at 
least a part of the timber aud fuel used from year to year ou one's own 
farm. 

One of the first things uecensary is to cut out all defective and worth- 
less trees so aa to allow- more room for healthy aud better ones to grow. 
Of course such thiuniug must !*• .)••..»• gradually so aa nut to open the unM 
so much that it will cause too much dryiug of tbe soil or too much light 
for the trees that have been used to the shade. 

A wood lot canuot be expected to produce itself ttuless all fires are 
carefully guarded to prevent spreading aud live stock not premitted to 
graze upon it. This last ia iu some cases the most discouraging feature 
of the situatiou. For the sake of a few motttbfulls of sour grass and weeds 
farmers will persist iu tiseiug their woodiots for pasturage and of course 
the young trees aud sprouts hardly get a chance to start before they are 
either nipjied off, or killed by tramping.

The Jury, after hearing Ihe evidence 
and receiving the instructions of the 
court, retired for a verdict, and was 
out over an hour. 

This Is the flr»t Instance in Ken 
lucky where a so-called trust has been 
tried on such a charge. 

The case will be appealed by the at- 
to-neys of the American Tobacco Co.
